T he agreement, under which Fed­ 
eral Judge Samuel AJschuler acted 
as arbitrator 
in disputes 
between 
packers and union employes, expired 
today and in its place the "American 
shop representation plan" w as es­ 
tablished.

The packers announced th a t m ore 
than ninety per cent of th eir 75,000 
em ployes in the country had voted 
in favor of the plan. 
In all the large 
packing 
concerns 
the 
com panies 
have form ed th eir em ployes into or­ 
ganizations, representative of which 
tre a t w ith company officials in m at 
te rs 
of 
working 
conditions 
and 
wages. 
The packers 
th a t have

th eir com panies into open shops a r e :

No 
announcem ent 
has

W ith the announcem ent of the op­ 
en shop cam e the sta tem en t th a t 
th ere would be no im m ediate read­ 
ju stm ent of wages or w orking condi­ 
tions, both of which rem ain the sam e 
as under the A lschuler agreem ent.

T hey tre a t w ith executives of the 
com pany in the 
m atter 
of wage 
scales and w orking conditions.” 
T he union executive com m ittee to­ 
day called on the packers’ officials. 
Pending the outcom e of the m eeting 
they declined to discuss w hat course 
of action they will follow, in the 
event the packers refuse to rescind 
th eir decisions. 
P resident Hays, how ever, declared 
“no hasty steps would be tak en .”

Trust and Savings bank of Seat­ 
tle, of $25,000, July 14. 
The trio were James E. Red­ 
mond, alias Jimmy Ryan, alleged 
to have been the “general” In the 
Seattle robbery; James Farley, 
suspected of complicity In the 
local robbery; William Holtz, al­ 
leged to have planned and car­ 
ried out, with the assistance of 
the others, the Huntington Park 
robbery. 
Tom Atkinson, chauffeur, was 
questioned. 
He declared to po­ 
lice he was paid $1000 to drive 
the three men from Los Angeles 
to Seattle, and had no part in 
the robbery. He was not held.

These developm ents followed the 
action of the coroner’s Jury which 
late yesterday, after having been oat 
three bours and a half, charged the 
comedian w ith m anslaughter. 
One 
m em ber of the coroner’s Jury could 
not agree to charge Arbuckle w ith 
! the crim e. 
In Judge S hortall’s court bail on 
the 
m anslaughter indictm ent 
was 
set at $10,000 bonds or $5,000 cash 
and the case was assigned 
to 
the 
court of Superior Judge Ix>uderbach. 
A ttorneys for Arbuckle announced 
they w ere ready to 
furnish 
either 
the bail or bonds. 
Up to Brady. 
A cceptance of the guarantee for 
Arbnckle’s 
appearance, 
however, 
could not be m ade by the court until 
D istrict A ttorney M athew Brady in­ 
dicates w hat disposition he will m ake 
of the first degree m urder charge 
still standing against the comedian. 
Brady indicated he would not an­ 
nounce his decision until Arbuckle 
is brought into the police court to­ 
morrow m orning In connection with 
the first degree m urder charge. 
Brady strongly Intim ated he m ight 
decide to press the m urder case and

A rbuckle was not in court when 
the indictm ent was returned. 
The letter threatening Arbuckle’s 
life said: 
“I will say here and now be cannot 
cheat me.

The w riter, Secretary Kelly said, 
claim ed to be a near relative of Vir­ 
ginia Rappe, whose life Arbuckle is 
alleged to have taken.

Two Ways Open To U. S. In 
Nations Association Plan 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.— President Harding and Secretary of 
State Hughes are within a plan to develop an “association of nations” 
out of the forthcoming Washington disarmament and Pacific conference, 
according to information in authoritative quarters here today. 
Tile administration now is believed to have the choice of one of two 
main courses to follow in meeting the “association of nations” issue: 
1—To accept any agreement for limitation of armament that may 
be worked out in the conference, as an effective fulfillment of the “asso­ 
ciation of nations” pledge. 


2—Or to make an effort in the conference, or as a result of it, to 
reach an agreement with the powers on some organized method of 
settling justiciable questions, which, with an agreement for limitation of 
armament, could take the place of the league of nations, at least for this 
country.

BROTHER ISAIAH’ IS 
H E L D IN DEA TH OF 
LA 
HA BR A N ’S MOTHER 


Isaiah Cudney, an aged, white 
bearded faith healer known as 
“Brother Isaiah,” was charged 
with manslaughter in a formal 
complaint issued today by the 
district attorney’s office in Los 
Angeles, advices received here 
stated. 
James Roy Dunbar of La Ha­ 
bra, signed the complaint, 
al­ 
leging 
that 
“Brother Isaiah’s” 
ministrations 
had 
caused 
the 
death of his m other, Mrs. Mar­ 
garet S. Dunbar of San Dimas. 
“Brother Isaiah” is well known 
in New Orleans and throughout 
Southern California- 
His re­ 
cent m inistrations on “Miracle 
Hill” at Los Angeles, attracted 
crowds numbering 
as high as 
20,000. 
Dunbar alleges that his moth­ 
er, aged 60, a chronic sufferer 
from rheumatism, was one of 
those treated by the “miracle 


man." 
After the white robed 
healer had treated her by man­ 
ipulating her limbs, the complain­ 
ant recites, she was carried away 
suffering great pain. She lapsed 
into unconsciousness while bo­ 
ing rushed to Pomona in an am­ 
bulance, and died soon after ar­ 
riving. 
Mrs. Cantbell of La Habra is 
a daughter of the woman who is 
dead.

stated that the method of treat­ 
ment used by “Brother Isaiah” 
was to pull and manipulate Mrs.

X ray examination revealed that 
the woman was suffering from 
a fracture of the right hip, frac­ 
tures of both elbows, and torn 
ligaments of both knees.
